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The amendment to claim 24 does not change the scope of the claim since the amendment corrects a grammatical error; thus the claims 
still remain rejected for the reasons of record (see Final Office Action of 5/16/05). 

Applicant argues that a terminal disclaimer does not need to be filed since it was filed in the 10/124197; however this is not persusaive 
since a terminal disclaimer must be filed in the instant application. Applicant's arguments to the 103 rejections are substantially the same 
as presented on 1/27/05. The arguments are based on the fact that the prior art teaches other active agents and excipients in the 
composition. The examiner has responded to these arguments in the Final Offiction action of 5/16/05. Again the examiner points out that 
the instant claims do not exclude the use of other active agents including Bazzano's retinoid and Navarro's cyclodextrin. 

Further, it should be noted that the references supplied have not been considered since the references have been submited for 
consideration after-final. 
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
